Resolved, That whera any rider, drive* or 
horse rests under a ban imposed by any Dis- 
trict Blood Asaociatlon of tula State* that the 
name shall be duly recognized by this Board 
and that the person or horse upon which said 
ban rests shall not bo allowed to ride, drive or 
start In a race until snoh ban is lifted or satin- 
fled.

It is no wonder that Hon. M. D . 


Foley has caused an excitement in 
Eureka county by his suit agaiast 
the Commissoners. The wonJer is 
that a movumont of this kind has not 
bean made long ago, for if auy 
county in this State has been out- 
rageously mismanaged, it hna been 
Eureka. In 1881 the expenses were 
8126,000. In 1882 the expenses were 
$146,000. Bat for the golden stream 
•which has flown into the county 
treasury from the Richmond, Eureka 
Consolidated, and other mines of that 
district, the taxpayers wo aid long ago 
hare had no taxes to pay, for they 
would have had but little valuable 
taxable property. How a few people 
could stand the impositions practiced 
upon them for so many years is a 
problem of the times. Now that dull 
times have come upon them they be- 
gin to realize the situation, and the 
Foley suit, even if it accomplishes 
nothing else, will have the good ef- 
fect of acquainting the people with 
the mannei in which their county 
affairs have been conducted, and lead 
them to an investigation which will 
result in relieving them in the future 
of 
some of 
the 
burdens 
they 


have endured in 
the past. 
At 


least we hope they 
will become 


so much interested 
in 
wishing 


good government at thn lowest ex- 
pense that they will hold their ser- 
vants to a strict accountability of 
their trust, and riot permit a lew 
'•bosses" to "rake" the treasury. 
Instance., 
of 
extravagances 
have 


manj timen been pointed out by the 
JOUBNAL, but the answer was made 
that it was the fault of tue Salary 
Law. 
A Treasurer was paid §2,400 


per annum, and then allowed a dep- 
uty at $1,500 per year 
Every in- 


telligent man in the State knows full 
well that there is not u Treasurer's 
office in the State but that one man 
can easily perform the work. 
An 


army of useless deputies have been al 
lowed in Eureka, and in addition 
thereto the Sheriff hns been given 
$1,400 for distributing bnllot boxes, 
andS500forrecaptuiiug escaped pris 
onera There have been big steals and 
small steals. At last some of the chick 
ens are coining home to roost, and the 
taxpayers find it necessary to band 
together to protect their interests,. 
Hon. M. D. Foley has determined to 
put a stop to the illegal, unwarranted 
and dLbonost practices wlm-h have 
been in vogue, and the Eureka Sen- 
tinel is rtobly giving him a>d and 
cout'ort.

deal in the future out OD thb Base

fusal or neglect. A similar questiou 
as 
to 
the duty of railroads to 


dispatch freight arose from the strike 
ia New York last year, and was car 
ried into the Courts. The Supreme 
Court of that State decided that a 
railroad company may be obliged to 
exercise its duty as a common car 
Her, and that its employee's strike for 
higher wages did not justity the 
Company in neglecting to perform 
functions; that a corporation cannot 
refuse to perform its duty to the pub- 
lic because of a disagreement with 
its employees as to the amount of 
wages they shall receive; that it was 
the duty of the corporation to take 
such precautions, and to make sneli 
temporary or permanent concessions 
ns to protect the public from damage 
or Uma by a stnlfe. The corrertuuss 
of the decision has never bdon q>ios 
tioneil, and there seems to be no 
reason why it should not apply with 
equal force to telegiaph corpora 
tions.

Officers of the Brotherhood of Op- 


perators Before 
the 
Senate 


Committee. 


NEW YORK, August 13. 


Before the Senate Sub-Coin mittoe 


MasterWorkman Campbell continued: 
On the 16th of Jnly demands were 
presented to the Western' Union, 
American Rapid, Baltimore & Ohio*, 
Commercial, and numerous telephone 
companies, and the only answer yet 
received is from the American Rapid 
Company, -which has partially acceded 
to the demands of the Brotherhood. 
The answer of the Westein Union 
Company to the appeal of the operat- 
ors was that it was not known whether 
the Commissioners had the authority 
to speak for the employees of the com- 
pany. 
Campbell said 90 per cent, of 


the employees were members of the 
Brotherhood; that the operators had 
Irequently presented grievances to 
the local managers for an increase of 
wages, butthese had been disregarded. 
It i>» generally believed that the West- 
ern Union had a well established 
system of black listing men who made 
applications tor an increase of wages 
and took the first oppor unity to dis- 
charge thetn upon some pretext or 
another. 
Favoritism was shown by 


all local managers, and skill was at a 
discount.

John McClellan, an othcer of the 


Biotherhoocl and an operator for 11 
yeais, said the direct cause of the 
stuke was the insult offered by the 
Western Union Company to a com- 
mittee of the Biotherhood in refusing 
to recognize or treat with theni. Un- 
til then, it had not been expected that 
the strike would occur, but it was 
thought the company was willing to 
listen to the demands of the men and 
come to some adjustment if possible. 
The giievances were real ones, and if 
there had been a spirit of concession 
manifest by the company, the opera- 
tors would have met them in this 
spuit. It was shown that General 
Eckert and other officers of the com- 
pany had known of the plans of the 
Brotherhood before the strike began. 
The company knew that the griev- 
ances existed and that the demands 
\vore to be presented, and had been 
preparing to resist those demands 
over since March last. If the present 
strike • was a failure, it would only 
strengthen the existing organization, 
instead of breaking its power.

longs to the "Solauum" family^ of 
which the deadly night shade is one 
of its full brothers. All branches of 
the family contain moro or less of 
that poisonous narcotic called "so- 
laniue." ' The bulb, or potato, con- 
tiins the least of this, unless they 
are exposed to the sun, which rapidly 
develops this element 
Long ex 


posure to the light, without the di 
reot sun, will develop the solanine in 
the potato, and make an article unfit 
for food. 
But exposure to the sun is 


so injurious to the potato, that it is 
not only unpalatable, but actually 
injurious to the health.
